porcelain shoes, pin dishes, toothpick holders and candy 
dishes. 

All have scenes of Marion, including Bird Island, 
Tabor Academy, Town Hall, Gilder Hall, Stone Studio, 
Sippican Casino and Bathing House, and the Universalist 
Church and parsonage, which is now the Marion Art 
Center. Various houses and harbor scenes also appear on 
the pieces. 

On the underside of each piece is the maker's 
mark. Most were made in Germany, Austria, England and 
Japan. A circle or square mark states "Made in Germany 
for William R. Luce, Marion, MA" and "Made in Austria 
for Steven D. Hadley Marion, MA." Hadley was the 
owner of what is now the Marion General Store. Luce 
owned a store on upper Main Street. 

Originally, the pieces came from Germany and 
Austria starting in the 1890s, but World War I cut off the 
sources and production shifted to England. 

"The English pieces are of a much higher-quality 
porcelain," Smith said. Many of those pieces have 
intricate gold leaf motifs of diamonds, flowers, and other

designs, which are missing from the earlier pieces. 

Smith says the pieces range from cheaply made to 
premium quality A sketch would be drawn, transferred, 
layered and colored on the piece. The original cost of the 
pieces is unknown. The collection is valued at more than 
$2,500. 

'TVe been collecting for over 50 years, and some 
cost around $25 and some much more,'' Smith explained. 
"I passed up on some great pieces, because Fd go to the 
show with a certain amount of money and maybe there' d 
be something great, but I didn't plan on spending that 
much ... or Fd go and there' d be nothing of interest at all."

Approximately 
50 citizens were in attendance at the meeting, held at the 
Knights of Columbus Hall, eager to learn the full scope of 
this 12,000-panel project. 

DeVillars began by giving a brief presentation 
of Blue Wave's background and status as a premier 
developer of solar energy projects around the globe, but 
the attendees wanted more specific information about the 
project's impact on their neighborhood.

there was no statistical or historical data that would aid in 
understanding whether such a project in a residential area 
would negatively impact property values. He did say, 
however, that at some point in the future, Mattapoisett 
may decide to partake in the energy program and that it 
may equate to lower taxes. DeVillars then outlined the 
bigger benefits. 

With the construction of this large solar farm 
project, the town's planned smaller solar project, 
proposed to be situated at the closed landfill, would 
cost less to build. Three-phase electrical tie in to the 
energy grid is necessary. With the larger solar farm 
positioned midway between the landfill site and the Nstar 
interconnection located near North Street, the smaller 
project's tie-in to the grid would be accomplished at the 
larger project's location versus a half-mile or more to the 
North Street tie-in. That reduction in the distance between 
the smaller project with interconnection at the larger 
solar site would save hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
DeVillars said. Blue Wave is also a bidder on the landfill 
solar project. 

Erb addressed the UL and NEMA listings of the 
solar panels which he described as 'tier 1' units with a life 
expectancy of 20 to 25 years. This aligns with the timing 
of the lease agreement between Blue Wave and Dennis 
Mahoney & Sons. When asked if the units were RoHS- 
compliant (Restriction of Use of Hazardous Substances), 
he was not familiar with this classification but stated that

the units did not contain any known hazardous chemicals. 

Charon clarified that Blue Wave, in conjunction 
with Dennis Mahoney & Sons, was not seeking a zoning 
change but a "commercial special permit'' that is allowed 
by Massachusetts General Law 40 A, Section 9, and town 
bylaws 7.2.1 - 7.2.2.2.5. 

That bylaw reads in part: "7.1.1.1 Special permits 
shall be granted only upon the special permit granting 
authority's written determination that the proposal's 
benefits to the Town will outweigh any adverse effects 
on the Town or the vicinity in view of the particular 
characteristics of the site and of the proposal in relation 
to the site. 7.2.2.2.1 Social, economic, or community needs 
which are served, 7.1.1.1.1 Preservation of scenic vistas 
and public access to the shoreline where applicable, 
7.2.2.2.3 Traffic flow and safety with special consideration 
of peak summer period congestion, 7.2.2.2.4 Impact on 
nearby uses and whether they would be supported or 
damaged under the proposal, and 7.2.2.25 Adequacy of 
roads, drainage, and other public services in relation to 
the location." 

Sylvia Ouimet, a longtime resident whose 
property abuts the large project, wanted assurances that 
she would not be able to see the completed solar farm 
from her backyard. 

"We moved here 48 years ago to live in a wooded 
area," she said. Hardy then displayed in a computerized 
rendering of what the site might look like from Ouimet' s

backyard on Shady Oak Drive once plantings around the 
perimeter fencing were mature. 

Ruth Bates of Abbey Lane questioned negative 
impacts on water quality DeVillars responded that the 
landfill solar farm would be more difficult and require 
different environmental considerations given that the 
landfill is unlined. Charon said that the Blue Wave 
large solar project would have zero impact on the water 
quality and quantity of runoff based on current computer 
modeling and Conservation Commission review. He also 
said that swales dug around the site would ensure runoff 
absorption versus flooding. 

Clifton Lopes, whose property is very near 
the project, voiced his concern about runoff, habitat

disruption, and views from his property. DeVillars said he 
wanted to work closely with Lopes and other residents to 
ensure their concerns would be addressed when moving 
forward. Lopes also learned from Hardy that one or more 
additional electrical poles may be installed in front of his 
home for the electrical feeder cables running from the 
farm to the grid inter-connection. Hardy said he would 
review the need for additional poles with Lopes and try 
to position them in a manner that would be less intrusive. 
DeVillars did say that during the construction phase, 
which will last approximately 90 days, disruption will be 
inevitable. 

Construction phase noise levels and dust were 
discussed. Blue Wave intends to have water trucks at the 
site to wet down exposed top soil and dirt in an effort to 
keep dust and air-born particulates created by deforesting 
and grading functions to acceptable EPA guidelines. 
Noise levels may be problematic to residents in the area 
at times he confirmed. Again, DeVillars assured all that 
time of day and number of days per week that active 
construction would take place will be discussed to try 
and accommodate the peaceful use of homes in the 
neighborhood. 

Blue Wave will consider but did not commit to 
planting trees completely along the east-west fence on the 
North Street side of the site believing that it wouldn't be 
that visible given the distance from the roadway Diane 
Ortega of Shady Oak Drive voiced concerned that the 
"scenic byway" designation of North Street would be 
diminished if the site could be seen from the street. 

Hardy reminded the group that this type of land 
use had no impact upon town services, possibly other 
than fire suppression in the event of a fire emergency 

"It is benign," he said in terms of impact on the 
overall community services. 

Blue Wave is negotiating with Mattapoisett, 
Hardy said, to pay approximately $30,000 per year 
in property taxes and will receive 40 to 45 percent in 
Federal subsidies. DeVillars confirmed that this will be 
the largest solar farm project Blue Wave has undertaken 
in a residential setting. Readers can find a recap of that 
meeting elsewhere in the issue.

Officials Discuss School Surplus 

Rochester Board of Selectmen 
By Nick Walecka 

The Rochester Board of Selectman and members 
of the Rochester School Committee held a brief joint 
meeting Monday and discussed the potential reallocation 
of extra funds from this year's budget into a special 
education account in case of unexpected expenses for 
fiscal year 2014. 

Ultimately, the Board approved the three articles 
presented by the School Committee, but the two groups 
decided that they would need to further discuss how 
much of the potential surplus funds would be switched 
over to the special education account. 

Members of the School Committee said that there 
was roughly $108,000 surplus in the budget currently, and 
they estimated that after the school year concludes, they 
would probably have about $50,000 that could be rolled 
over into the account. 

"At this point, they haven't needed that money 
available,'' Town Administrator Richard LaCamera 
said. 'T recommend that we set this up to deal with any 
problems in the future." 

Members of the two boards discussed the 
possibility of having to place students in out-of-district 
facilities, which would be at its own expense, among 
other potential expenses. In the past, the school has 
needed extra funds for special education, but has not had

Board, with its members ultimately deciding to nominate 
Naida Parker as Chairman, Bradford Morse as Vice 
Chairman and Richard Nunes as Clerk. 

Also during the meeting, there took place a 
heated debate between the Selectmen and members of 
the Board of Health regarding the necessity of insurance 
liability for members of the Board of Health. The issue 
was left unresolved after accusations from the Board of 
Health and their subsequent walkout. 

In other news, Parker commended groups of local 
students and others who helped out in the town cleanup 
for Earth Day. "Everybody in Rochester appreciated the 
effort they've made to improve our community.'' 

Parker also announced the resignation of Anna 
White of the Historical Commission after a long career 
there. White cited declining health and hearing as her 
reason for leaving the Commission.

"It's disappointing that she needs to give her seat 
up," Parker said. "She has an amazing memory for the 
history of this town."

underestimated at $240,000, and could end up costing 
closer to $273,000. 

The Board of Selectmen was incredulous 
during a discussion that lasted more than a half-hour, 
with Clerk Paul Silva making mention of the L word: 
litigation. Officials speculated on various emergency 
funding scenarios to complete the long-in-the-works re- 
paving, none satisfactory to the Board, which expressed a 
conviction that the responsibility was ultimately Tighe & 
Bond's. 

Michalski and Sheridan said that there could be 
a way to split the difference, or that the estimate could be 
cut by $10- to $15,000, and that the firm could cover the 
remaining balance. 

Elsewhere on the agenda. Old Rochester

Board members estimating that it would take upward of 
another three meetings to get everything approved by the 
town's various boards. 

Green Seal engineers recently submitted a site 
plan review to the town, and they expect the Planning 
Board to approve it, barring any setbacks. 

Town Planner John Charbonneau said that the 
Conservation Commission will also be issuing an Order 
for Conditions at the site at some point this month, and 
unless members take issue with the construction, they 
would also be ready to approve the changes when they 
meet on May 7.

back yard/' 

Shady Oak resident Diane Ortega asked if the 
transformers and inverters associated with the 12,000 
solar panels could be moved to the east side of the site 
versus the west side, thereby putting them further away 
from homes and closer to the planned smaller solar farm 
at the landfill site. Robert Erb of Solar Designs, which has 
partnered with Blue Wave in this enterprise, said it was 
"technically possible/' 

Many residents voiced concerns over such 
construction-phase hardships as noise, dust, heavy truck 
traffic and safety. Each concern was assuaged by either 
Charon or one of Blue Wave's staff members to the 
satisfaction of the Board. 

Due to the length of the hearing, the Board 
suspended deliberations until the end of the evening in 
order to move along other business. In the end, the Board 
did unanimously approve the project with conditions: 
a bond must be put in place and it must be sufficient 
to pay for full decommissioning of the equipment, 
site rehabilitation, and ongoing repairs to the site and 
plantings; long-term representative contact information 
for the town and the residents for any future dialogue 
needs; tree screening for the full length of North Street 
for the integrity of the scenic by-way status; police details 
during construction phase; construction start after Labor 
Day; relocation of inverters and transformers from the 
west side to the east side of the site plan.

After a short recess, the next difficult hearing 
began. Applicant Monika Shuler was represented by 
attorney Richard Manning regarding property at 109 
Marion Road, the site of the former Springmeadow 
Farms. He told the Board that Shuler has experienced 
substantial financial hardship due to her failed 
agricultural activities on the site, and that the parcel has 
limited saleable benefits due to extensive wetlands and 
soils that cannot meet percolation guidelines. Shuler had 
attempted to build a bog on the high side of the property 
only to have that venture fail. In her effort to recoup 
some of those financial losses, she embarked in a creative 
solution to help sell the property. The solution is a two- 
prong plan. First, a marine business at the back of the site 
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and, secondly, a residence and farming venture facing 
Marion Road. 

Shuler was seeking a variance to allow 
prospective buyer Saltwater Marine LLC to use the 
property for commercial boat work activities. Those 
activities were described by Manning and Saltwater 's 
Daniel Crete as environmentally sound boat maintenance, 
cleaning and storage. Saltwater 's cutting-edge equipment 
and the construction of concrete pads designed to capture 
and contain wastewater and chemicals from the marine 
services were explained by Crete. 

Manning urged the Board to consider Shuler 's 
desire that the property fit into Mattapoisett's Master 
Plan for economic development, interest in keeping 
agricultural activities robust at this location and her 
extreme financial hardships. 

After the Board's questions were satisfied, 
which included whether it was appropriate for Shuler 's 
application to be heard by the Zoning Board versus the 
Planning Board, public comments were entertained. 

Those in favor of the variance request were 
Michael King and John Mathieu. Both believed the 
project as proposed was an excellent use of the land 
and provided business growth opportunity along with 
aesthetics associated with agricultural plantings. 

This was countered by residents and abutters 
who felt that a commercial marine business in the heart 
of a residentially zoned area was ill conceived. The Board 
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Mon.-Fri. 7-5, Sat. 7-4, Sun. 7-2, Closed Tues. 

had received six letters from residents opposed to the 
zoning change, citing concerns from residential property 
devaluation to traffic safety issues on Marion Road. Two 
homeowners were especially vocal in their pleadings 
against the variance request. 

Beth and Carl Andrews, whose home abuts the 
Shuler property, stated that Shuler had created her own 
financial problems by not accepting the reality that the 
bog was not in a viable location. 

Beth Andrews stated, "Monika was told the bog 
was not going to work.'' She further stated, ''Monika 
bought the property knowing it wouldn't perc!" The 
Andrews shared that Shuler 's activities on the site, 
including the removal of trees, had caused storm water 
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runoff into their cellar, and further changes to the site 
would only exacerbate those problems. 

Peter Brickley, also a resident in close proximity to 
109 Marion Road, said, "it is quite disturbing to learn that 
the property could be re-zoned to something other than 
residential . . . we will be impacted because the boat yard 
will be right in my front yard. There is no way to hide this 
operation/' 

The Board voted 4 to 1 in denying the applicant's 

request. 

Other hearings that were more quickly acted 
upon were: 

Applicant Robert Carson of 18 Silver Shell 

Avenue requested a special permit to enclose an existing 
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porch and create a balcony without changing the footprint 
of the residence. This was accepted as planned. 

Applicant Stevan Gold, for an in-ground 
swimming pool at 8 Bay View Avenue, was also 
approved. 

Light Agenda, Valuable Decisions 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

The Conservation Commission's schedule was 
extraordinarily limited, but one meeting carried great 
importance for the residents of Mattapoisett. 

Buzzard's Bay Coalition's Allen Decker once 
again was before the Commission seeking its approval 
for a completed grant application and letter to the state 
for 16.5 acres that the Coalition is securing and that 
will ultimately be owned by the town's Conservation 
Commission. The 2010 Fall Town Meeting approved 
the purchase of the land with the caveat that the price 
tag associated with the property would be funded from 
grants and other sources outside the town's budget. 

Decker said, "As you can imagine, funding 
for conservation from the state is very competitive . . . 
but critical to protect the aquifer." He was seeking the 
Commission's approval to submit the completed grant 
application and letter, both of which are required to be 
signed by the Board of Selectmen this week. Decker 
has a meeting scheduled on the Board of Selectmen's 
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agenda for April 25. This grant is seeking $240,000 to help 
with the $750,000 land purchase from Decas Cranberry 
Corporation. 

Decker detailed the land as a prime location 
along the river, which will be conserved for public passive 
recreational activities. He said that the property will not 
and should not be developed for more public access than 
it currently supports. He envisions swimming, fishing 
and kayaking to be the type of activity the area could 
successfully accommodate. He also expressed that the 
Commission should plan on putting use restrictions in 
place to ensure the uncorrupted watershed area would 
remain as is. 

Chairman Peter Newton along with 
Commissioners Tom Copps and Michael King approved 
Decker's request. 

A hearing with applicant Kate Marmelo was 
also heard. She was requesting approval for an in- 
ground swimming pool. This was approved with several 
considerations, including hay bales that will be used 
where necessary to protect limited wetlands contiguous to 
the property line during dewatering operations associated 
with the construction. 

Two scheduled hearings were continued: one 
with D & B Construction regarding an after-the-fact 
notice of intent for an existing detached shed and outdoor 
shower located partially with bordering vegetated 
wetlands. 
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The other continuance is with David Nicolosi for 
property off of Fairhaven Road, Lots #33, 34 and 42B, for a 
crossing over wetlands and an intermittent stream. 

Conservation Agent Elizabeth Leidhold gave 
her report, which included notice of the April 25 Open 
Space public meeting taking place at Old Hammondtown 
School at 7:00 pm. 

After reviewing and approving the previous 
meeting's minutes, the Commission adjourned for the 
night. 

Solar Bylaw Boosters Regroup 

Marion Energy Management Committee

Fairhaven, Carver and Dartmouth have one, and 
the Energy Management Committee wants Marion to 
have one, as well: a solar bylaw that would allow for a 
community solar garden on the town's capped landfill via 
a Municipal Solar Overlay District. 

The proposal would also formalize the process 
for installing residential solar arrays on parcels of one or 
more acres in town. Just last week, Mattapoisett agreed to 
propose a solar bylaw for their town. 

The Marion EMC met on Monday evening at the 
Marion Music Hall to discuss their presentations for the 
Annual Town Meeting that starts on May 13. 

''We don't want to be left behind," member 
Jennifer Francis said. "Our job is to explain to town

residents the levels of oversight and the importance of 
our town accomplishing this important energy-saving 
initiative/' 

The Committee agreed that the complex subject 
required public education on the technology and 
permitting process involved. 

''We will bring it to the public at town meeting 
and let them decide/' member David Pierce said. 

At issue is the Marion Planning Board, which has 
objected to many aspects of the policy. 

Because the warrant issue of a solar bylaw 
doesn't involve a fiscal issue at this time, the Committee 
wondered if its placement on the warrant would be later 
in the evening when the ranks thin out as people depart 
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the town meeting. 

''We need a quorum to understand and vote on 
this issue, which is vital to Marion's future," Pierce said. 

"We support our proposed solar bylaw as it 
stands," Chairman Bill Saltonstall said. Both Saltonstall 
and Francis spent a part of the day in Fairhaven with 
town officials discussing the success of their solar 
installation, to be built within the next three to six 
months. 

The EMC has been working to get facts and 
figures of how much energy the town uses and how 
to make it more efficient with technology. Committee 
member Norman Hills noted that the town spent 
approximately $125,000 in gasoline costs, excluding diesel 
fuel, last year. Hills noted that the Committee's purpose 
is to examine energy use by the town and find ways to 
reduce energy costs. 

The Committee discussed Fairhaven' s initiative 
to go street by street and replace town lighting with 
LED lighting, whose life span is 10 years longer than 
traditional lighting. Hills noted that there is a national 
lighting program which monitors town lighting needs 
and dims according to lighting needs by weather 
monitoring. 

"The technology out there is amazing," Hills said. 
"We need to educate citizens to see the savings to the 
town that comes with this technology." 

The Committee is looking for additional members 
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to help find additional ways to make Marion more energy 
efficient.

Little Progress at Second Solar Hearing

Although the two sides inched closer during two 
nights of public hearings, the Planning Board and Energy 
Management Committee failed to reach consensus on 
Marion's proposed solar bylaw. 

As has been the case since the Board of Selectmen 
signed off on its inclusion in the warrant, the bylaw - 
which formalizes the process for installing residential 
solar arrays and recommends a Municipal Solar Overlay 
District - is in the hands of Town Meeting goers in May. 

But the EMC had been seeking the imprimatur of 
the Planning Board to ease the policy's passage, while the 
Planning Board insisted on changes ranging from tweaks 
to overhauls in the bylaw before issuing an endorsement. 
Although tensions between the boards have eased, that 
endorsement never came after three and a half hours of 
community input and discussion on Wednesday, April 17. 
The third public hearing scheduled for Thursday, April 18 
has been cancelled. 

"WeTl let this play out at Town Meeting,'' said 
Planning Board Chairman Jay Ryder. "We'll present a 
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letter with our recommendations, and the chips are going 
to fall where they will/' 

Planning Board members Pat McArdle and Ted 
North, the latter the most vocal opponent of the solar 
bylaw, were absent from the second night of public 
hearings. Although the testimony from residents on 
Wednesday was overwhelmingly in favor of the bylaw, 
its fate seemed uncertain at times, with talk of postponing 
consideration until the fall escalating. 

EMC member Jennifer Francis dismissed this 
possibility. 

"The reason we've made as much progress as 
we have is because we had a deadline: spring Town 
Meeting," she said. "Our intent was not to go off and do 
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this on our own. We did the best job we could, and we 
really felt like we came up with a solution. We can delay it 
again and again and again and never get there.'' 

The next Planning Board meeting is scheduled for 
May 6, during which time one aspect of the solar bylaw 
can be revisited: a broadened special permit requirement 
for all ground-mounted residential solar installations 
that the Planning Board has unanimously called for and 
that the EMC has resisted up to this point. Although it is 
unclear whether such an amendment could be attached 
to the bylaw in time for the Town Meeting - and what 
form that change would take - officials speculated 
about the possibility of presenting the bylaw for passage 
at the Annual Town Meeting, along with a provision 
implementing a special permit for a fall Town Meeting. 
"We can't just agree in principle," Ryder said. "We have to 
agree to something in writing." 

The Planning Board favors a special permit 
requirement because it provides a "meaningful vehicle 
for neighbors to weigh in," according to member Tom 
Magauran, while Francis opposes it for the burdens it 
would place on applicants. 

Marion resident Dan Cooney agreed. 

"We should be doing everything we can to be 
leading the state when it comes to solar," he said. "A 
special permit is a big deal for people with kids and jobs, 
who might not have access to an architect or a friend who 
is a lawyer. It's time and money." 
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Planning Board member Steve Kokkins argued 
that the "main issue is being able to have abutters as a 
formal part of the process, and the different shapes, sizes 
and locations of lots. It's about the flavor of Marion, 
and being able to evaluate each individual applicant's 
situation." 

Kokkins and Magauran referred repeatedly 
to the challenge of ground-mounted residential solar 
installations' recent emergence. 

"These are still unfamiliar," Kokkins said. "Maybe 
in 10 or 20 years, they'll be much more familiar." 

But Marion resident Ted Brainard rejected this 
line of reasoning. 

"I'm baffled being here two nights now that we 
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Have you been involved in an accident?

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can't get together and solve this problem/' he said. "You 
have a very good spec in front of you. Solar has no smoke, 
no smell and no noise. The only thing is sight, and they're 
going to be screened. 

"I suspect that there are audience members and 
board members who want to kill solar, and a special 
permit is the perfect place to kill it," Brainard continued. 
"I don't want to see renewable energy cut down like this. 
If I want renewable energy, I want it." 

Later in the evening, the Planning Board 
scrutinized the second half of the solar bylaw, which 
would authorize the creation of a Municipal Solar 
Overlay District on 50 acres of town-owned capped 
landfill. The overlay could lead to a community solar 
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garden serving residents who lack a suitable solar site or 
do not possess the resources to purchase equipment. 

Francis explained that the capped landfill is an 
"excellent solar location" because it is a "wasteland" near 
a power grid, already cleared, and has no shading. 

"The overlay eliminates a need for a special 
permit," said Francis in her presentation, "but still 
provides strict oversight via site plan review and DEP 
post-closure permit. The town would not pay for the DEP 
permit; the state would." 

The plan would be modeled after Brewster's 
successful solar garden, and utilizing the landfill would 
satisfy one criterion in a potential Green Communities 
accreditation for Marion, should the town seek such 
status. 

But the specter of the lack of a special permit 
process returned. 

"The risks are low, but they're not zero," said 
Magauran, referring to the possible puncture of the 
underground waste membrane. "The problem for the 
Board is the by-right. There are tens of millions of dollars 
of liability on that capped landfill. Who's going to be 
responsible for that? Not the developer. The town. This is 
new stuff. I have no problem with it whatsoever, but I do 
worry about that landfill. Do it somewhere else." 

Citing similar projects in Fairhaven and elsewhere 
and noting the fact that the solar installations are lighter 
than vehicles that traverse the land, the EMC minimized

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that possibility. 

'It's not as if some green fog is going to float out 
and consume the town/' said Chairman Bill Saltonstall. 

Still, the Planning Board expressed serious 
concern that Marion might be cut out of the process, aside 
from leasing the land to the developer, and that some 
residents could be left out given the solar garden's limited 
capacity. With various members voicing various problems 
with the proposal, it became clear that the Board's support 
of the Municipal Solar Overlay District is unlikely at best. 

As the night drew to a close, Claude Hoopes, 
a supporter of the solar bylaw, advised Francis and 
the EMC to "find answers" before the Town Meeting, 
fearing for its passage as "larger questions and fear of the 
unknown linger in the conscience of the citizenry." 

If a bylaw fails to receive a two-thirds majority at 
Town Meeting, officials may not resubmit it for two years. 

The next Planning Board meeting is scheduled for 
May 6. The Town Meeting begins on May 13.

To the Editor: 

We'd all like to reduce our reliance on fossil fuels 
and save money, right? Solar photovoltaic panels are a 
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new & revived fashion. 
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great way to achieve this, but not all of us are fortunate 
to have a roof that isn't shaded and that faces the right 
direction, a suitable yard for ground-mounted panels or 
the financial resources to pay the up-front costs for our 
own solar system. The concept of a community solar 
garden is to provide 'Virtual'' solar power for people 
in this situation. The area around Marion's dump - the 
top of the capped landfill in particular - is the ideal 
location for a solar garden: it's out of sight, sunlight is 
unobstructed, access to the power grid is nearby, it's 
nearly level and already fenced-in, the land is town- 
owned and otherwise useless, and you already voted last 
year to allow the landfill to be leased for a solar project. 
The approval of Article #31 would create a 
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Municipal Solar Overlay District that includes about 
50 acres around the capped landfill, in which the 
construction of solar arrays is allowed without the 
requirement of a special permit from the Planning 
Board. This does not mean, however, that any proposed 
projects would circumvent substantial oversight. On the 
contrary: not only would an applicant have to satisfy a 
site plan review and obtain a building permit, but the 
state's Department of Environmental Protection requires 
a Post-Closure Permit for any project on a capped landfill. 
This MassDEP permit is substantially more rigorous and 
technical than a town-issued special permit, and even 
better, the engineering costs are born by the state, not 
the town! Adding the requirement of a special permit 
(in addition to a building permit, a site-plan review, and 
the DEP permit) is not only unnecessary, but this extra 
burden may deter solar companies from bidding on the 
construction of a community solar garden on Marion's 
landfill. MassDEP has already permitted solar arrays on 
40 capped landfills. The technology is mature, the risks 
are minimal and the benefits are substantial. 

So why is the Planning Board refusing to support 
this Overlay bylaw unless it requires a special permit? 
It's simple. They would lose the power to say "no" to a 
community solar garden on the landfill. 

Let's look at the benefits of a community solar 
garden to Marion residents. First, the town would receive 
a lease payment for use of the landfill; remember, right 
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now it earns the town nothing. The solar developer 
would be responsible for the financing and insurance. 
There would be no cost to the town to construct the solar 
system. Any Marion resident may buy a subscription for 
which he/ she receives solar-generated electricity over 
some time period. The solar garden in Brewster is a good 
example: subscribers pay $5,000 for five years of power 
from 28 solar panels, and they are guaranteed $6,400 
worth of electricity - a 22 percent savings. The discount 
is applied directly to their NSTAR electric bill. Everyone 
qualifies, no taxes. The Brewster garden has been so 
successful that they're already working on another. 
Read about it in an article at www. cape odtoday.com on 
October 14, 2012. 

And last but not least, the Overlay with no special 
permit would satisfy the first criterion for Marion to 
become a Green Community, perhaps someday joining 
the now 114 towns in Massachusetts (30 percent) that have 
already achieved this status. Recent letters and rumors 
have made this program sound pretty scary, but the truth 
is that it's simply a set of five common-sense actions that 
reduce energy use and save money in the long run. One 
is for towns to develop a plan - just a plan, mind you - 
to reduce municipal energy use by 20 percent over five 
years. Good idea, right? Another is for towns to buy more 
energy-efficient vehicles when it's time to replace the ones 
they already have (excluding trucks and police cruisers). 
What's wrong with that? And one includes guidelines for

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purpose of siting its' private commercial solar garden on 
the Town's landfill. Effectively, such zoning would allow 
the EMC to bypass traditional zoning protections. All 
commercial industrial projects designated as a permitted 
use by Marion's zoning bylaws require a special permit 
and site plan review before they can be built. At this time, 
a commercial solar farm is not a zoning permitted use and 
therefore is not allowed in Marion without first changing 
the zoning bylaws by a two-thirds Town Meeting vote. 

Any zoning change regarding commercial solar 
development in Marion should limit project siting to 
commercial and industrially zoned districts and require 
a special permit and site plan review to insure that our 
neighborhoods and open spaces are adequately protected. 
This is just good zoning public policy. Effectively, the 
EMC is looking to receive "favored nations" zoning 
privileges for its proposed solar garden not available to 
other commercial projects. 

The EMC claims a commercial solar garden like 
the community vegetable garden would allow Marion 
resident access to solar energy not otherwise available to 
them as the result of geographical constants precluding 
roof top solar installations. How wonderful it would be 
to provide Marion residents access to solar power like the 
benefits of a community vegetable garden. A community 
solar garden has absolutely no corollary to a community 
garden.

investments. Without state-mandated premium net 
metering power rates, alternative energy credits, state 
and federal tax incentives such as the 30 percent federal 
investment tax credit and accelerated deprecation, there 
would be no solar. 

Solar garden participation would be limited to a 
small select group of well-heeled citizens. Most Marion 
residents will have no access to a solar garden. There are 
several reasons for this exclusion. First, it's necessary to 
have a large taxable income appetite to be able to take 
advantage of the tax incentives. Most Marion residents 
will neither have the level nor the type of income that can 
effectively utilize the tax incentives, such as the federal 
30 percent investment tax credit. Only professionally 
well-financed investors with access to the type of income 
that can utilize the tax benefits known as tax assets can 
effectively invest in solar projects. 

Secondly, a solar garden structured to provide 
the maximum incentive and tax benefit returns sold as an 
investment interest is considered a security. The securities 
law regulatory environment is complex and can be very 
expensive. Effectively, only a limited group of Marion 
residence who qualify as ''accredited investors" will be 
able to qualify to purchases shares or interests in the solar 
garden. 

An accredited investor has to be sophisticated 
as to investment background and knowledge to assume 
and assess investment risk. Also, the accredited investor 
has to have a minimum net worth of $1 million or more, 
excluding their house, and or an annual income of 
$200,000. The average annual Marion household income 
is about $80,000. 

At this point, it's fair to ask the question of the 
EMC how can board-based community participation 
by all income levels be achieved with its proposed solar 
garden? Also, how can the EMC justify using the Town 
as a springboard, either directly or indirectly, to promote 
and to participate in the sale of private solar investment 
interests to a few well-heeled Town residents? 

The commercial solar farm would be located on 
the environmentally sensitive landfill. Environmental 
incidents that may result from such an installation 
are extremely expensive to remediate and, generally, 
environmental liability insurance coverage is not 
available. The Town will have the liability and risk for any 
activity by a private developer using the site. This project 
is not such a good idea for our Town.

That sort of synopsis doesn't nearly grapple with 
To the Wonder, but then no synopsis could pin Terrence 
Malick to the ground. This is Malick' s sixth film in a 40- 
year career; he has been working at a positively blistering 
clip lately, relative to his output, because his previous 
film. The Tree of Life, only came out two years ago, and he's 
working on another. Malick, who once taught philosophy 
and translated Heidegger, is perhaps the lone acolyte of 
the American sublime; he is preoccupied with the inef- 
fable, the primordial, the ecstatic. To this end, he makes 
hushed and meditative films with painfully beautiful pho- 
tography and lots of solemn, whispered voice-overs. Not 
a Team Malick member myself, I thought that Tree of Life 
was gaseous yet movingly inchoate, the work of a true 
seeker, and that it probably represented the purest expres- 
sion of what he's getting at. 

And what is he getting at? In To the Wonder, 
the man (Ben Affleck) and the French woman (Olga 
Kurylenko) seem to represent The Man and The Woman. 
There are no people in a Terrence Malick film; instead 
there are abstracted avatars standing in for ideas. In Tree of 
Life, Brad Pitt was Nature — red in tooth and claw — and 
Jessica Chastain was Grace, spinning about free-spiritedly. 
And we see the same dynamic here. Men, weighted to 
the earth, must contend with its despoliation (Affleck's 
character literally measures how much we're poisoning 



the soil). Women, if this film and its predecessor are to 
be believed, fling their arms to the heavens at every op- 
portunity and dance among the fireflies, the buffalo, the 
waves at the beach. If Tree of Life was about the son who 
felt pulled between the forces of Nature and Grace, To the 
Wonder is a kind of prequel-in-spirit in which we see how 
uneasily Nature and Grace live together. 

So you see, it's not really a romantic movie after 
all. Well, not lowly human romance, anyway. The priest 
(Javier Bardem) is there for a very significant thematic 
reason: to remind us how far we've fallen from the Grace 
of God. (This movie and Tree of Life feel intensely spiritual 
but don't seem to show specific allegiance to any creed. 
God here is, as A A puts it, "as we understand him." Or 
her. With Malick, we can't be sure.) A little has been made 
of the way some of the plot seems to mirror Malick' s own 
romantic past, but I'd say he's just writing what he knows 
as an on-ramp onto the highway of higher mysteries. 
Nature and Grace are mutually infatuated but can never 
reconcile; their aims are too different. Affleck, who sees 
daily what his species has done to the planet, cannot love. 
Kurylenko seeks companionship but cannot, will not, be 
tied down. 

Your response to all this depends extremely 
heavily on how much philosophizing and pretty pictures 
you're willing to accept in lieu of a story. I seem to have 
grown tired in recent years of the stuff Hollywood expects 
me to accept as stories, and so I have moved a little closer 
to the Malick camp, without quite being sold on the Mas- 
ter a hundred percent. Tree of Life and To the Wonder both 
fall into the "interesting, yet boring" category, ravishing 
but at an aesthetic remove dramatically. For instance, 
we see Affleck and Kurylenko arguing but never hear 
what they're fighting about; we see the end of Affleck's 
relationship with the second woman (Rachel McAdams) 
but have no idea why or how it ended. (In voice-over, 
McAdams whispers dejectedly that Affleck "made it into 
nothing" with his "lust." Okay.) Again, I think we're sup- 
posed to take these love affairs as Love Affairs, which in 
turn signify not mere matters of the heart but the titans 
of creation and destruction at war within all of us. Or 
something. Also, I could be wrong but I believe this is the 
first Terrence Malick film that's ever seen the inside of 
a supermarket. He finds beauty and ecstasy even there. 
But we don't find out what groceries the characters buy 
or why they eat them, and I think that's a useful thing to 
keep in mind when approaching this or any Malick film. 
They're just in the supermarket.

Candidates' Night 

With a controversial 
item on tap for the May 13 
Town Meeting and a crowded 
ballot in the May 17 election, 
Marion continues to be the 
hottest political ticket in the 
Tri-Town. 

In turn, the League 
of Women Voters' Marion 
Candidates' Night is the 
place to be on Wednesday, May 1, 7:00 pm. I'll be at 
the Music Hall to hear from upward of 16 hopefuls 
- incumbents and challengers - as they vie for 
contested seats up and down the ballot. 

"It's as significant an event as ever this year 
because of the 
big number of 
candidates on the 
ballot," said LWV 
organizer Tinker 
Saltonstall. "The 
majority of them 
are running in 
contested races." 

Incumbent 
Selectman John 
Henry will have 
to fend off two 
challengers to 
hold on to his 
seat, as both 
William Dale 
Jones and Edwin North have filed papers for the 
three-year term. Each candidate will have three 
minutes to make an opening presentation before 
fielding questions from the crowd. If they are still 
standing after what could be a tough Q&A session, 
the candidates get an opportunity to make a final 
one-minute appeal for Marion residents' votes. 

"The format has always been fair and 
nonpartisan, and we're on target to adhere to that," 
Saltonstall said. "The aim is for the candidates to 
hopefully inform all of the citizens who attend 
about their opinions on the issues." 

The program demands an equitable, alert 




and level-headed moderator. Luckily, Susan 
Grosart - longtime LWV member, former School 
Committee Chairman, and Marion activist - is just 
that. And she will be busy. 

Two candidates are running for one Board 
of Health seat: Albin R. Johnson III and Kerry A. 
Reynolds. 

The Planning Board has two spots available 
for three contenders: incumbent Sherman Briggs 
and challengers Jerry "Rico'' Ferrari and Norman 
Hills. Interestingly, Hills has served on the Energy 
Management Committee, a body that has butted 
heads with Briggs' Planning Board over the solar 
bylaw in recent months. 

Michelle Ouellette and Linda A. Harju are 
running to replace Tom Shire on the Old Rochester 
Regional School Committee. 

Finally, three 
candidates are 
seeking two seats 
on the Open 
Space Acquisition 
Commission: 
Geoffrey Paul 
Moran, John 
Rockwell and 
Randy Parker. 

That's quite 
a popular dance 
card. So popular, 
in fact, that 
Saltonstall said 
one feature of 
the long-running

dropped to make 
room for all of the candidates. Discussion of the key 
articles on the Town Meeting warrant will not take 
place on May 1. Instead, ORCTV Executive Director 
Don Cuddy will air a taped special with Marion 
officials examining those items bearing the biggest 
potential financial impact. 

In the meantime, the people responsible for 
implementing those policies will tell you what they 
think and give you something to think about before 
casting your ballot on May 17.

Enforcement Administration. It will be held April 27 from 
9:00 am to 2:00 pm. The purpose of such programs is to 
allow for safe, legal and environmentally-friendly disposal 
of extra drugs that patients have not used. 

This program serves two purposes. First, this 
program reduces the risk of prescription drugs being 
consumed inappropriately, either by accident or through 
illegal sale. Prescription medication abuse is becoming far 
more prevalent than common street drugs. Widespread 
anecdotal and survey evidence indicates that a huge portion 
of illegal prescription drug use occurs when people raid 
friends' and relatives' medicine cabinets. 

Second, it reduces the risk of prescription drugs 
entering the water, potentially harming aquatic life or 
getting into a human water supply. If the household waste 
is incinerated, the drugs are far less likely to pose an 
environmental problem than if they go into the wastewater 
stream. 

This program is being provided as a continuing 
proactive effort by the Mattapoisett Police Department 
to prevent drug abuse before it happens in our 
community. We encourage everyone to collect expired or 
useless prescription medications and bring them to the 
Mattapoisett Police Station at 64 County Road on Saturday, 
April 27.
